No prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a biosensor monitor comprising, 
inter alia, an inner tube with inner tube teeth, an outer tube with outer tube teeth, a 
lancet holder and a connecting rod; wherein the inner tube teeth and the outer tube 
teeth engage and force the connecting rod to rotate within the inner tube as the 
connector rod moves axially within the inner tube; wherein said rotation of said 
connecting rod triggers a release of the lancet holder without rotation thereof.
